Kieran Wilson and Leo Wilson, brothers 
farmers), Roselawn, Celbridge, County Kil- 
are, sued Messrs. Bell and whey, mer- 
chants, Little Strand street, Dublin, for 
£200 damages for breach of warranty in the 
sale of groundnut flakes. The pleadings 
showed that about the 5th February last 
the plaintiffs purchased from the defendants 
a quantity of the feed, it being stated at the 
time of the purchase that it was sound 
and suitable for the feeding of the plaintiffs’ 
cattle. As a result of the eating of the 
groundnut flakes the plaintiffs’ cattle he- 
came ill, and one of them died.

Kieran Wilson stated that they had a 
number of contracts for the supply of milk. 
For about six years they had been giving 
groundnut flakes to the cattle, the bad 
milkers getting the ater proportion. - On 
the 5th of February last one oí the best cows 
got sick and died. They had to get medi- 
cine for the caitle that were affected, cost- 
ing £12 8s. 6d. The value of the cow that 
died was £14. 

It was pleaded by the defendants that 
the nuts while in store at the North Wall 
became affected with bluestone (sulphate of 
copper), and that that was the cause of the 
iliness of the cattle. 

Mr. Wilson said that he had never before 
heard of cattle being poisoned by bluestone, 


or copper sulphate. 

Mr. Louis Magee, V.S., said that the 
death of the cow was due directly or in- 
directly to copper sulphate poisoning, and, 
so far as he knew, this was the first case of 
copper sulphate poisoning that had occurred 
in Ireland. 

Mr. Wm. McDonald, V.S., on behalf of 
the defence, said that he had treated the 
cow before it died, and, in his opinion, 
death was due to acute obstruction. He 
could pot associate the cow's death with 
bluestone poisoning. He had never heard of 
a ease of the kind

A probate suit was listed for heading in 
which the plaintiff was Richard J. Doyle, 2 
Shanganagh Drumcondra, and the 
defendants were Mrs. Catherine Castello and 
her daughter, Eleanor Josephine Castello, 42 
Wellington quay, Dublin. 

The plaintiff, as executor, sought to have 
admitted to probate the will of the late 
Thomas Joseph Castello. of 42 Wellington 

uay, Dublin, the husband of thé first-named 
defendant and father oí the other defendant. 
The will was dated the 17th November, 1927, 
and the testator died on the 6th June, 1956. 
The defendants opposed the will on the three 
asual statutory grounds. 

Mr. A, E. Wood, K.C., Mr. V. Rice, K.C., 
and Mr. EF. M. Wood (instructed by Mr. 
Kevin Burke) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., Mr. Michael

After the case had been opened to tlie 
jury Mr. A. E. Wood said that the Court 
would not be troubled with the case beyond 
hearing formal evidence of the execution of 
the will for the purpose of admitting it to 
probate. The consent to settlement “provided 
that Mrs. Teresa Bachini, a sister of the 
testator, who resided in America, and who 
was left the bulk of the estate, should get 
£1,500 and her costs. For the defendants all 
opposition to the will was withdrawn except 
that affecting its due execution. 

Mr. R. J. Doyle, the plaintiff, gave evidence 
that. he was a friend of the testator, who 
asked him to be his executor, and when he 
agreed the testator said that he intended to 
leave small sums to his wife and daughter 
and the bulk of his estate to his, sister, Mrs.

Rotation 


On many farms wheat can be most corr 
veniently grown after the potato crop. After 
potatoes the soil is usually in good condition, 
and sowing can be done with the minumare 
expenditure of labour. Wheat may also 
follow a root crop, if circumstances admit of 
the root crop being removed sufficiently early. 
The practice of taking two corn crops if 
succession is not very general, but if the land 
is clean and a suitable dressing of farm- 
yard manure can be given—or if this be not 
available; or artificials—there should be no 
hesitation about sowing wheat after another 
grain crop. 

In selecting a variety to sow, local ex- 
perience is usaally a safe guide to follow, 
and in any case of doubt sa fa should 
be. made to the County Agricultural In- 
struetor, who will furnish full information on 
the point. 


Seeding 


The seed should be sown at the rate of 
about 16 stones per Statute acre, and should 
be ploughed in or drilled three inches deep, 
and harrowed lightly A smaller quantity of 
seed will suffice when a corn-drill is used for 
sowing. To promote tillering and break up 
the surface crust, winter-sown wheat should 
be bush or chain harrowed in March or April, 
and the land afterwards well rolled. It might 
be mentioned that if a Yeoman plot looks 
badly about this period it should not be 
ploughed up, but should be top-dressed with 
nitrate of soda. There is little danger that 
such an application will result in the lodging 
of the cron. 

Wheat is subject to numerous diseases, the 
most serious in this country being amat and 
| yellow rust, both of which not alone reduce 
the yield, but have a de‘rimental effect on 
the grain. As a precaution against the 
former, seed should be dressed in a solution

In districts 
where yellow rust is prevalent one or other 
of these varieties might be given a trial, 
but, here again, as the question of suit- 
alulity of soil for a particular variety arises, 
the advice of the county instructor should be 
sought.

A verdict that death was due to asphyxia, 
following immersion in the water, there being 
no evidence to show how she got into the 
water, was the finding of Dr. J. P. Brennan, 
Coroner for South County Dublin, at an in- 
quest which he held without a jury at the 
mortuary, Londonbridge road, yesterday, on 
the body of Miss Jean Annette Leslie, which 
had been recovered from the ‘tiver Dodder 
we Tuesday. She disappeaied on Novem 
er 6. 

Mr. J. L. 8. Smith, Dundrum. County Dub- 
lin, identified the remains as those of his 
niece, aged 33, a school teacher, who resided 
at Innislonagh, Greenfield Park, Donnybrook. 
He diso identified as the watch worn by his 
niece an Ingersoll watch, which --as produced 
and which had stopped at 8.18 p.m. 

District-Detective G. Burns, of Rathmines 
Station, said that at 12.55 p.m on Tuesday, 
November 24, he was on duty at Orwell Bridge 
with Inspector Curran and others, when 
their attention was drawn to what appcared 
to be the body of a woman in the River 
Dodder. It was lying face downwards about 
two yards from the bank and thirty yards on 
the Rathfarnham side of the bridge. © The 
upper portion seemed to be submerged in 
mud. e removed his coat and part of his 
clothes and dived into the water. He re- 
leased the hody from the mud and brought it 
to the bank, where, with the assistance of 
other Guards, it was taken on to the road. 
A superficial examination of the face, neck, 
head and arms showed no marks which would 
suguest violence. 

John Callaghan, 6 Loreto terrace. Rath- 
farnham, stated that he noticed the body in 
the water at about 12.45 p.n.. on Tuesday 
and informed the Guards. Afterwards he 
helped to remove the body from the river. 

Dr. Gilbert Wilson stated that he knew 

the late Miss Leslie and had attended her 
during the last two years. As regards 
physical health and mental health, she was 
as perfect a specimen as any doctor would 
want to see. He last saw her on 4th 
November, two days before she disappeared. 
She was then bright and cheery. 
_ Inspector Curran (for the police)—Nothing 
in the dere 's condition, when you 
examined her, suggested that she took drugs 
or anything like that?—Absolutely none. 

Dr. Alfred Byrne, St. Michael's Hospital, 
Dun Laoghaire, stated that he made a post- 
mortem examination of the body. Except 
hat and gloves the cadaver was fully 
clothed. The clothing showed no signs of 
disarray, and, except for some post-mortem 
marks on the face, there were no indications 
of violence. The lungs were water logged. 
From the total findings he concinded that 
death was due to asphyxiation after immer- 
sion. The condition of the body was con- 
sistent with her being in the water sinc? 
6th November. 

In reply to Inspector Curran, the doctor 
said that there was no evidence of drugs or 
anything of that sort.

Onur Astronomical Correspondent writes :— 
As I anticipated, the gréat fireball of Novem- 
ber 14 was seen all over.Ireland. In addition 
to the observations on the East Coast, I have 
since had communications from Waterford, 
Cork, Clare, Limerick, Tyrone, and Donegal.

Strange Bedfellows 


A new pact between Germany and 
Japan, the existence of which has been 
announced for some time past in Moscow 
and has been denied vigorously in Tokyo,

| was signed in Berlin yesterday. Tho 


signatories were the Japanese Ambassador 
and Herr von Ribbentrop, the German 
Ambassador. in London, whose activity ip 
the matter has given rise to some specula- 
tion. When the instrument had been 
signed a special meeting of Ambassadors 
was called at the Wilhelmstrasse, where 
the terms of the new pact were explaine- 
to them; but no representative of Sovict 
Russia was invited to attend. It must be 
one of the most remarkable agreements in 
the history of international diplomacy. 
Germany and Japan have decided to enter 
into a general pact against Communism— 
whatever that may mean—and to make 
mutual arrangements whereby German 
war material, including tanks and aero- 
planes, will be sent te Japan to help in 
the necessary mechanisation of the 
Japanésé fighting forces. Both Germany 
and Japan msist that their new pact is en- 
tirely innocuous, that it is directed neither 
against Soviet Russia nor against any 
other Power, that it is merely an instru- 
ment of defence against the destructive 
operations of the Komintern, or Third 
International, and that they both wiil 


i ” 
welcome the adherence of other nations. 


The Japanese Foreign Office issued an 
explanatory statement yesterday which 


makes it appear as if the new pact meant 


virtually nothing at all; but Dr. Josef 
Goebbels, the German Ministery for 
Propaganda, speaking at Mannheim last 
evening, was rather less discreet. Dr. 
Goebbels, like many others of his ilk, 
occasionally blurts out unpleasant truths 
which cause yrave embarrassment to 
Germany's representatives abroad. He 
stated quite openly last night that the 
German-Japanese pact was a “ measure of 
defence ” against the efforts of ‘‘ Moscow's 
Red International” to encircle the 
German Reich. Those efforts, he declared, 
were utterly in vain. Germany now had a 
strong army to protect her. She had 
built an unscalable wall against Com- 
munism, and, by her pact with Japan, was 
making “‘a solemn contribution to world 
peace,”’ 


No intelligent man can have the least 
sympathy with Communism in any shape 
or form; but Germany’s almost desperate 
nervousness, and her apparent dread of 
the Bolshevist “threat” are, to say the 
least of it, passing strange. When Herr 
Hitler came into power nearly four years 
ago there was a real danger of a Com. 
munist upheaval in Germany. He and 
his colleagues announced their discovery 
of a widespread Communist plot to over.

throw the German Reich, and did not 
Communist agents set fire to the Reichstag 
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made in Prague yesterday by a repre- 
sentative of the Czechoslovak Govern. 
ment when he was informed of the 
German -Japanese Pact. ‘‘ A good economic 
and social policy.” he said, “ is the best 
weapon against Communism.”” In other 
words, only those nations need fear Com- 
munism whose own systems are open to 
criticism. Japan is a case in point. Her 
workers are forced to give their labour for 
the merest pittance—sometimes a few 
handfuls of rice in the day. The whole 
Japanese system is a tyranny, and in such 
tyrannies the seeds of Bolshevism arv 
sown. Germany and Italy, while les» 
extreme, are in a like case. Their peopie 
have been reduced to the status of human 
robots, the only object of whose existence 
is to obey. The State has been raised to 
the eminence of a deity, and the 
individual, as such, has ceased to exist. 
In these circumstances, we are not sur- 
prised that the Fascist countries stand in 
dread of Communism, which also is a 
tyranny. In the one case pressure is 
exerted from above, in the other from 
below ; but in both the mass of the people 
is held in bondage. All these pacts and 
agreements represent an attempt to array 
the civilised world into two opposing 
groups—the one in favour of Bolshevism, 
the other in favour of Fascism, as if there 
were no such thing as democracy left on 
the earth. Nations such as Great Britain, 
France, the United States, and the 
Scandinavian countries, as well as our own 
little State, are proof against the Com. 
munist virus because they continue to 
preserve the ideals of human freedom. So 
long as these ideals remain untouched 
there will be nothing to fear. 


Charity in China 


We reported recently the annual appeal 
of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul in 
Dublin. It is interesting to read in The 
Rock—a missionary journal published in 
Hong Kong—the report of a similar appeal 
at the other side of the world. We read 
that this admirable Society has been at 
work in Hong Kong since 1863. At all 
times it seems to have enjoyed the approval 
and aid of all observers, even as it has 
dispensed its charitable services to all in 
need. No distinction of race or religion 
is made, and “‘ people of every class, and 
those in every need, apply to the Society 
for help. As far as resources permit, help 
is given in every deserving case.” Most 
of the funds received are disbursed in 
help to needy families, whom members of 
the Society visit regularly in their own 
homes. Hundreds of families have been 
helped in this manner in the present year. 
Shoes and clothing are distributed to poor 
children. Medical aid is brought to the 
sick, and certain doctors are thanked for 
their free services, and a religious society 
for free burials. The Society maintains 
a four-storeyed building in which destitute 
families are housed. It pays passages 
home for folk from different parts of China 
or other lands whom the Eastern trade 
depression has stranded in the great port. 
At five schools under European direction 
the Society provides poor children with an 
English education, and it maintains a 
Vernacular School for poor children in the 
purely Chinese quarter. The Hong Kong 
Government recognises the service to the 
State which these toils represent, and 
contributes a thousand dollars annually 
to the good work. Here it is fitting to 
remark that social services maintained by 
States out of taxation never can be as 
efficient in true relief of suffering as works 
of charity, duly subsidised, to which 
voluntary workers bring the zeal, the 
tenderness, the compassion which only ; 
religious inspiration can afford. The 
noble record of the Society in Hong Kong, 
as in Dublin, brings home the vast extent 
of this Society's operations. It works 
miracles of charity in European tenements 
and Asiatic settlements ; and its members 
get no earthly recognition—they are 
anonymous by the rule that binds them. 
There can be few activities of European 
people in the East which better commend 
the white man to the yellow. How often 
have great opportunities been turned 
against the cause of human charity and 
human welfare when Europeans have 
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frame, nothing more cheering to the 
spirits, than the sight and air of N

You leave the town 
and stroll to the wide, open heath, where 
all is brightness and space ; the white rails 
stand forth against the clear blue sky— 
the brushing gallop ever and anon startles 
the ear and eye; crowds of stable urchins, 
full.of silent importance, stud the heath : 
you feel elated and long to bound over the 
well-groomed turf and to try the speed of 
the careering wind. All things at New 
market train the mind to racing. Life 
seems on the start” This prospect, 
though distant by some months, cheers us 
as we face the dark weeks of the year. 


Fog 


From the beginning of October until the 
end of April the people of Ireland are 
deluged with rain and buffeted by bitter 
winds. The same kind of weather may be 
predominant from the beginning of May 
until the end of September, but so buoyant 
a thing is human hope that we regard a 
wintry summer's day as an isolated 
accident. It is not until our official 
summer is over that we settle down with 
resigned misery to the dark months of mud 
and water ; and so deep is our despair that 
most of us are inclined to welcome a 
period of fogs, such as that through which 
we have been passing during the past few 
days. There is a pleasing quality about 
Irish fogs. Almost invariably they are 
accompanied by daylight hours of bright 
sunshine, and there is an invigorating nip 
in the air which goes some way to com- 
pensate us for the damp gloom that 
descends with night. Yet our fogs never 
are gloomy with the gloom that is 
generated by a London fog. Fog wraps 
the streets of Dublin in mystery, and the 
old familiar sights and scenes become 
curiously exhilarating in their ghostly 
silhouettes. The Liffey, at its lowest and 
most unlovely level, assumes a romantic, 
eerie quality. It seems to offer the perfect 
setting for a blood-curdling tale by the late 
Mr. Edgar Wallace. The tall houses of 
Fitzwilliam street and Merrion square are 
ripe for murder or any dreadful deed. 
Grafton street is a brilliantly lighted cave 
While we are enjoying all these novel 
sensations it is comforting to think that by 
some heavenly dispensation Ireland has 
been absolved from part.cipation in a real 
“‘ pea-souper '’—the fog that brings the 
trafic of London to complete immobility. 
Very seldom it happens that motorists 
must abandon their vehicles an” walk, or 
that trains cannot run to schedule. If we 
had too much of that sort of thing we 
should decide with very little delay that 
the wind and the rain were far preferable 
to the most thrillingly gruesome fog that 
the heavens could produce.

Coronation Claims

tion. The fine ceiling, with the many 
shelves of law volumes below; the great 
marble fireplace and several portraits of 
bygone persona provided a fitting set 
ting for one of the oldest tribunals oc 
the country. The Court was attended by 
seven members, and presided over by the 
Lord Chief Justice in full judicial robes 
with the Duke of Norfolk and other 
members, who were in uniform or Court 
dress. The claims put forward were 
rapidly disposed of, as almost imvariab!y 
after a few seconds’ consideration the 
Lord Chief Justice decided that there w:\! 
be the same order as on the previous 
Coronation. The first petition was tha: 
of the Dean and Chapter of Westminster 
to instruct the ae in the rights and 
ceremonies of the Coronation; and th 
was granted without delay. Claims put 
forward by the Hereditary Standard 
Bearer, the Duke of Newcastle; the Ear! 
of Shrewsbury, the Marquess of Cholmon- 
deley und the Lord Mayor of London 
were all granted; but the Court made 
no order as to the claim of Mr. Frank 
Dymoke to bear the Standard of England 
as King’s Champion. 


The Front Against Communism 


The German-Japanese agreement, which 
is directed against Communism, is no 
lon a secret, as it was signed in 
Berlin to-day, and is to continue in force 
for five years. The new agreement pro- 
vides for a mutual exchange of measures 
of defence against Communist activities, 
and consultations on measures of defence 
against: them, with the appointment of a 
committee to supervise co-operation, and 
to er an imvitation to other Powers 
to join in. It is intetesting to notice that 
the oficial communiqué states that the 
Japanese Ambassador to Germany, acting 
on the orders of His Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor of Japan, and Herr von 
Ribbentrop, German Ambassador to 
Britain, acting on the orders of Herr 
Hitler, signed the agreement. Both sides 
within their own laws will take severe 
measures against those who at home or 
abroad are working either directly or in- 
directly im the service of the Communist 
Internationale. In this connection it is 
understood that Mr. Baldwin advised 
Herr von Ribbentrop, when he met him 
two duys ago, that it would not be a<- 
visable to form a _ coalition of nations 

ainst Communism, but obviously the 

rman Government have arrived at a 
different decision.

Mr, SEAN T. O’KELLY, in reply, said 
that, as far as his investigations went, there 
did not seem to be any legal power vested in 
the Minister to provide funds for the purpose 
suggested. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked if it was not a fact 
that the estimate which the Minister -for 
Finance was putting before the House in- 
cluded a certain amount for the purpose, and, 
if not, could he not get the money by simply 


having an estimate passed. . 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that 
the Minister should consider the unfortunate 
cases of the next-of-kia of those men who 
lost their lives in the fire, and who, because 
of their circumstances, would be deprived of 
the same kind of legal assistance which 4 
wealthy firm would, undoubtedly, be able to 
monopolise. It should be possible to make 
provision for the next-of-kin to be put on an 
equal standing with the other people, and, if 
necessary, this motion could be suspended for 
further consideration of the matter. 


MR. COSGRAVE'’S 


SUGGESTION 


Mr. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork City) said 

that the Minister should consider the making 

of an ¢z-gratia payment te the relatives of 

the dead firemen, in view of the dangers that | 
these men endure for the public, and taking | 
into considration the shock which their deaths 

had caused. It was not to their credit that 

they should have public subscriptions made 

to help the dependents of men who were pre- 

pared to take all the risks for the public. 

Mr. O’KELLY, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, said that in the ordinary course the 
Dublin Corporation had asked for the inquiry, 
and he thought that in that case the Cor- 
peration should make itself responsible for 
the payment of such assistance. It would 
be necessary to bring in an amending bill if 
the State were to be asked to do so, and if 
it was the desire of the House that the State 
should bear the expeuse of the next-of-kin 
he would examine the matter, although he 
thought-that it should be a responsibility for 
the focal authority that had asked for the 


inquiry. 

‘Mr. A. BYRNE (Ind., Dublin, N.) asked 
the Minister if the Corporation did provide 
moneys for counsel for the next-of-kin would 
he guarantee that there would be no sur- 
charge of the members of the Sub-committee 
of the Corporation who were considering the 
matter.
